We “believe that out of 
the whole of these establishments in Cairo 95 
per cent. have signed their adhesion to the 
movement, and it is hoped that the remaining 
five per cent. will soon give in. 


Alexanaria Library.

Alexandria Quays. 

In his report to Lord Cromer, Chitty Bey,the 
Director-General of the’ Customs, remarks :— 
“Tn spite of practically the whole of the increase 
of imports haviog eutered the covntry at 
Alexandria there was decidedly less congestion 
on the quays than in 1°04. This was dae chiefly 
to regalations, which were enacted last year 
with a view to insuring the prompt removal of 
goods, and also to a better distribution of the 
work. However, antil the new quays and 
warehouses, f r which money has been granted, 
and which are being pushed forward with all 
possible speed, have been completed, the 
public must inevitably suffer some inconve- 
nience during the heavy import season from 
the lack of space.” 


Cairo Circdlating Library. 


In the report for 1905 of the Cairo Ciron- 
lating Library, it is stated that at present the 
library contains about 4,500 books, which: are 
ag many as can conveniently be housed ; as 
new books are purchased it will be necessary 
to find space for them by dircarding the o'der 
and less used books. For this and other reasons 
it seems probable that in the course of a few 
years the library will have to be moved to new 
premises. It is hoped that it may be possible, 
when tbis is done, to have a reading room 
connected with the library, and a good refer- 
ence library of standard works. The pre ent 
fands of the library do not permit of any sach 
ambitions schemes. The policy of the com- 
mittee must for the present be limited to the 
purchase of as many books as posrible in 
poootdance with the tastes of subscribers.

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THE FRONTIER NEGOTIATIONS. 


IMPOSSIBLE TURKISH DEMANDS. 


A DANGER TO EGYPT. 


SEE 


Lonpon, May. 8. 

Sir BE, Gray has given a detailed statement 
on the Turkish negotiations showing that 
Mukhtar Pacha, in an interview with the 
Khedive, demanded that_the boundary line 
should ron from E!-Rafeh to Suez and thence 
to Akabs. The Khedive replied by suggesting 
that the demarcation should be on the basis of 
the Grand Vizier’s telegram of the 8th April, 
1892, the line running from El-Rateh to three 
miles to the west.of Akaba. Turkey replied 
that the telegram only referred to the western 
side of the peninsula and its interpretation 
concerned only Turkey. 

The British Note of the 3rd May supported 
the Khedive’s proposals and asked for a favoar- 
able raply to be given within ten days. 

Sir E. Grey added that the extent of the 
Tarkish demands and the tone and chsracter 
of the Tarkish communications with the Khe- 
dive made it impossible to defer the settlemert 
indefinitely. ‘To assent to the latest develop- 
ment of the Turkish demands would constitute 
a real danger in respect of the freedom of the 
Canal, the literties of Egypt, and of the Khe- 
divial dynasty. 

The ultimatom to Turkey indicates that 
vigorous action will be taken unless satisfection 
be given within the time limit. (Rsuter)

The days go by, andthe time limit given to 
the Sultan will soo» be up. Both Great Britain 
and the Porte appear to be merely marking 
time at pre-ent, although active preparations 
in view of eventualities are being made as the 
probability of the Stltan refusing to give any 
satisfaction has to ba taken into account. At 
the eleventh hour he may decide to give way 
unless he has received assurances that Great 
Britain’s policy may be opposed by one of the 
Great Powers. 

The “Morning Post” remarks : — 

Perhaps at the Porte the long drawn-out 
negotiations at Algeciras may have produced 
the impres-ion of unstable eqoilibrium in 
Earope. At Algeciras Germany was determined 
to assert the principle that Morocco should 
not be _hsnded over to the protectorate of any 
one Power. No Power was prepared for a 
corflict for the purpose of resisting. that prin- 
ciple, and therefore. Germany had her way, 
taking care of course not. to push anything 
more than the bare principle. The event did 
not test the lengths to which Germany was 
prepared to go for the asvertion of her theme. 
Since ths Corference the German Emperor 
bas indicated in Bismarckian fashion the 
German view fhat a Power which supports 
Germany’s policy has earned Germany’s grati- 


| tude, 8 view of which the unexpressed con- 


verse is that Powers which have not supported 
Germany’s policy have earned something else. 
Bismarck never treated any international busi- 
ness on its merits. His idea was do ut des. or 
if you don’t help me to wh:t I want I will lose 
no opportanity of making you uncomfortable, 
This was the doctrine which as Prussian revre- 
sentative at the old Diet of Frankfurt he 
unceasingly pressed upon his Government, 
Prussia was to bully every German State that 
did net vote on Prussia’s side. The bullying 
had the result that in 1866 nearly every State 
in Germany fooght against Prassia, but as 
Prussia had her forces in order, and the éther 
States had neglected thair forces, their resist- 
ance was in vain, and might proved right. The 
spirit of Bism: rak still governs Penssia, and, 
what is more, it isthe spirit which controls 
all Germany to-day. The moral is that any 
Powers which wish to be able to have a policy 
of their own in tha Enrope of the Twentieth 
Century must be strong enough to carry on 
that policy. Their forces mast be as strong as 
the forces of Germany. That is at this moment 
the condition on which independent States can 
exiat in Europe. It is not au ideal condition, 
not in all respects a happy condition, bat it is 
there. 


RUSSIAN COMMENT. 


The “Slovo,” the organ of the Centre Party, 
observes : 

‘In the interests of general peace one most 
hope that the danger may prove to be exag- 
gerated and that the Sirai conflict will not 
provoke bloodshed throughout Europe ; but 
should such happen and war break out between 
Germany and England—if there should finally 
be determined the long-expected stroggle 
between these antagonistic Powers — then 
would Rossia find hersee!f in such an advan- 
tageous international position that, standing 
aside from the struggle, she could eventually 
come forward in the réle of peacemaker and 
with her casting vote incline the degision of 
fate to one side or the other. Th‘s position is 
so clear and defined that even our diplomacy 
mast recognise it. This much the Russian 
nation, which is to» much occopied with 
domestic matters to embroil itself in foreign 
| affairs, has a right to expect.”

Kaimakam Parker, of the Intelligence De- 
partment, has left Cairo for El Arish, the 
Governor of which has retarnéd to Cairo. 


COAST GUARDS FOR SINAI. 


The camel corps of the Coast Guard Adwi- 
nistration at Suez have received orders to go 
to Nakhle, Sinai Peninsula, and another body 
of camel riders who are on duty on the 
Western frontier of Egypt have also received 
the same order. 


GOVERNOR OF EL ARISH 
REPRIMANDED. 


The Governor of El Arish has been taken to 
task by the Ministry of the lnterior for neglect- 
ing his duties in the present circumstances. 
The Governor, who was summoned to Cairo, 
having been asked by the Ministry why he 
did not give reports about the removal of 
boundary pillars and the occupation of some 
places of the Egyptian territory by the Turkish 
troops, answered, “I heard it only asa rnmonr.”

TUGBOAT OR CRUISER ? 


A Cairo newspaper in its issue to-day re-

that the American cruiser Potomac has , 

arrived at that port from Malta. 

It would be impossible to get a greater 
amount of misstatement in a smaller paragraph. 
In the first place, the arrival of the Potomac 
had nothing to with the frontier question. She 
has simply, been convoying the Dewey dry- 
dock, which) she accompanied as far as Port 
Said; second'y, she did not come here from 
Malta, bat from Port Said, and lastly she is not 
a cruiser but a steam tug of 3,000 H.P. She is 
homeward bound to America, and left at noon 
to-day in company with the USA. oruiser. 
Tacoma, which has been in our port for a week. 


RAFAH. 

Ratah, which has temporsrily usarped the 
position ef Tabah as the most talked-of plase 
on the frontier, has been the scene of at least 
two great battles, the first about 725 B.C., 
when Sargon of Assyria, having forced . the 
Kingdom of Judva to pay him a large war 
contribution, encountered the army of Shabak, 
the Ethiopian Pharaoh of Egypt, and routed 
it completely. A few years later Sennacherib 
defeated the forces of Tirhakah the Ethiopian 
at El Takeh, in the same neighbourhood. The 
Assyrian and Egyptian armies carried on war- 
like operations in this district and a battle in 
the Ptolemaic epoch in which the forces of 
Seleucus of Syria were decisively beaten by the 
Egyptians. Far more recently a Mongol army 
threatening Egypt was defeated by Beybars at 
the Well of Goliath near Khan Younis, in an 
action which was decided, according to 
Gibbon, 
negroes armed with iron flails. The campaigus 
of Napo'eon and Mohamed Aly in the same : 
region bring us to modern times. It is to be 
hoped that Rafah will witness no more cam- 
paigns, great or small. 


NATIVE PRESS COMMENTS. . 


“Al Abram” advises Egyptians to abstain 
from all agitation. Any action on their part: 
will be regarded by the pro-British Press as 
menacing the Occupation and asa sign ofan 
impending outbreak. 


“Al Moayad” denies the possibility of any | 


fanatical movement in Egypt. The Egyp‘ians 
are too peacefal and ca'm a nation to involve. 
themselves in any revolationary movement. 
“Al Moayad” considers the English Press to 
be severe in dealing with the Sinai qestion, 
and to have agreed to support Lord Cromer, 
who, “Al Moayad” declares, knows how to 
employ it to excite the British public by 
referring to the ill-jadged statements of some 
of the local newspapers, which our respectable 
contemporary had repeatedly warned to be 
gober-minded. These strictures, however, do 
not affect the original question. The Sublime 
Porte still requires Tabah, declaring that it 
does not belong to Egypt, so that Egyptians 
have nothing to say against this declaration. 
“Great Britain,” continues the Torcophile 
organ, “has no right to require Tabah in the 
name of Egypt. It makes no difference to 
us whether Tabah is restored to Turkey 
or added to Egyptian territory ; we wish, 
however, the relations between Great Britain 
and Turkey to continue friendly, believing 
that the question will have a pacific issue. In 
this connection, Germany is what we have 
already described her, a fair-weather friend, 
who withdraws her friendship whenever danger 
arises.” : 
“Al Lewa” declares the Sinai Question to 
be no more serious than the Armenian or the 
Macedonian Question —a fact which Great

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IGNATIEFF.

Count Ignatieff has been assassinated. « H.) 


The assassinations of the Governors of the 
great cities of Rassia are now of daily occur- 
rence. A telegram from St. Petersburg, which we 
published in yesterday's issue, announced that 
General Jeltanowski, the Governor of Ekateri- 
noslao, was assassinated on Sunday evening by 
six unknown persons, all of whom escaped. On 
the previous day (Monday) a telegram from 
Moscow stated that a bomb had teen hurled at 
Admiral Dubassoff, the Governor General, who 
had been wounded and his aide-de camp killed. 
This morning comes the news that General 
Ignatief, the Governor of Kieff, bas also been 
assassinated, and the death of this well-known 
officer and diplomatist will be generally re- 
gretted in Europe. 


Nicholas Pavlovitch Ignatieff was born in 
1832. He was the son of Count Paul Ignatieff, 
@ captain of Infantry, who at the time of the 
military insurrection that occurred at St. 
Petersburg in consequence of the somewhat 
forcible accession of the Grand Duke Nicholas 
to the throne of Russia in 1825, was the first 
to pass over, with his company, to the side of 
the new Tsar-—a defection which it was his 
duty tomake in this manner in opposing the 
defection of the rebels, and which ensured the 
triumph of the former, and gained for Captain 
Ignatieff and his family the powerful protection 
of Nicholas I. The late Count had at the 
very outset of his career the Emperor Alex- 
ander IJ. for his god-father. He was eda- 
cated at home and in the Corps des Pages, 
and, according to custom, quitted that select 
establishment for young aris‘ocrats to enter 
the Guard ; and in the Military Academy, 
after three years study, he was appointed 
as staff officer. At the beginning of the Cri- 
mean war he was ordered to be on the staff of 
General Berg. He occupied at Riga the post of 
Qaarter-Master-General of the Baltic corps. He 
then passed from the military to the diplo- 
matic service, finding his point of transition 
in the military attachéship to the Embassy 
at London. His chief performance in‘ this 
capacity was a report on England’s military 
p2itiow in’ India, which so pleased the Empe- 
ror that he summoned Captain Ignatieff to 
Warsaw for a personal interview. In 1858 Igna- 
tieff, now a colonel and side-de-camp to the. 
Emperor, wassent on a special mission to 
Khiva and Bokhara. He was afterwards made 
& msjor-general in the Imperial snite, and 
sent as a plenipotentiary to Peking, 1860, 
where he concluded a treaty by which the 
province of Ussuri was ceded by China to 
Russias. On his retarn to Russia he was made 
Director of the Asiatic Department in the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. In 1864 he was ap- 
pointed Minister at Constantinople, where his 
legation was afterwards (1867) raised to the 
rank of an embassy. Apart from his rank as 


ambassador, he was a lieut.-general, ard a |. 


general aide-de-camp to the Emperor. The 
otject which General Ignatieff steadily pursued 
at Constantinople was to secare for Russia a 
powerfal irflaence over Turkey. He completely 
reassured the late Sultan Abdul Az’‘z a to the 
intentions of the Government of St. Peters- 
burg, while on the other hand he gained the 
good-will of the Christian subjects of the Porte 
by his courteous behaviour and his simulated 
anxiety to protect them. In the nego’ iations 
between the various Earopean Powers prior 
and sabseqnent to the war between Russia and 
Tarkey, General Ignatieff took a very pro-. 
minent part. He was recalled from the em- 
bassy at Constantinople May 2, 1873, when 
Prince Labanoff was sent there in his place. 
Afterwards he was appointed Minister of the 
Interior, from which post he was dismissed in 
June, 1882, owing to disagreements with the 
pacific M. Da Giers. He remained, however, a 
member of the Council of the Empire. He was

The 
Greeks are not, as 4 rale, easily aroused 
to enthusiasm aboot crowned heads ; bat on 
this occasion they lo:t no opportumity of dis- 
playing their fee'ings. Many of them have 
been impressed by our King’s democratic and 
simple ways ; others express the hope that his 
Mojesty will not forget Greece's political 
claims in Macedonia and Crete, and Romeds, 
the Greek Punch, addressed him in elegant 
“political” metre, praying him to “tell Grey 
and Campbell-Bannerman not to make Bulgaro- 
phil speeches.” At the Pizeas a Greek of 
Epiros was with difficulty restrained from 
presenting King Edward witha bouquet in 
the form of a heart, symbolical of Greek 
yearnings, and from addressing him at the 
same moment on the subject of the “enslaved 
Hellenes” of the Turkish Empire. There is a 
vague bot general feeling in Athens that 
“something will come” out of his Majesty’s 
visit ;ths Greeks would not be Greeks if they 
did not associate politics with all forms of 
human activity.

‘ COMMAND TO BB RAISED AGAIN. 


(From oun CORRESPONDENT). 


London, April 28. 
The troops ordered to procaed from home 
stations to Egypt are going out on active 
service conditions. No women or children or 
super finous baggage will be allowed. 


The naval force in the Levant isto be in- 
creased considerably. Craisers will be detached 
from the Atlantic Fieet if necessary. 


The increase in the British troops in Egypt 
will bring the force up to about 5,500 of all 
arme, and it willbe kept atthat strength in 
the fatare. The composition of the torce will 
be—one regiment of cavalry, one squadron 
Military Mourited Po'ice, one battery Royal 
Horse Artillery. one company Royal Horse 
Artillery, one company Royal Eagineers, five 
battalions of Infantry, one company Army 
Service Corjs, and the usaal proportions of 
departmental troops. The strength of the 
Army Service Corps is to be increased but will 
remain in one company. The command will be 
raised again’ to a. majorgeneral’s.' ‘It will be 
noted that the Moentain Artillery battery is 
not being replaced. 


The U Battery Royal Horse Artillery, Christ- 
charch, which has been placed’ under orders: 
for Bgypt, is one of the janior batteries of 
the “Flying Artillery.” 16 was originally a 
depot battery, and in 1895 it was Gonverted 
into a service battery. The battery is one 
of the two forming the 13th Brigade R.A A., 
the other, “I” Battery, being stationed at 
Umballa, Panjab. U Battery saw a lot of 
setvice in the South African War, under the 
command of Major P. B. ‘Laylor. Its 9 poun- 
ders spoke ont to some purpose round the 
kopjies of Paardeberg, aud under a heavy 
shell and rifla fire did splendid work at 
Driefontein, and sgain in the captare 
of the hills roand Bloemfontein, thay sup- 
ported the Royal Scots Greys. After the 
occupation of Bloemfontein U Battery was 
attached ‘to Broadwood’s column, which met 
with a reverse at Sanna’s Post. It saffered 
badly in this action, being alm st wiped ont, 
bot was rapidly filled up again, and on the 
trek. Down to the close it did good service 
‘aga battery. At that’ period a good many 
of the R. H. A. Batteries were converted in 
mounted Rifles for the pursuit of the mo- 
bile enemy. After the close of the war, U 
Battery came home, and was stationed at 
Manchester, from where it moved to Christ- 
church: last year. The officers of the battery 
are Major and.Brevet Lieutenant Colonel 
H.M. Campbell, commanding ; Captain W. 
R. Eden, D.S.0., Lieutenants D. J.C. E. 
Sherlock, W. A. Murray, and V.M.C. Napier. 

Captain and Brevet Major @.8.8t. Aubya, 
King’s Royal Rifle Curps, who has been 
latterly aoting as Assistant Military Secretary 
to Lord Grenfell, commanding in Ireland, has 
taken his retired-pay.

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EGYPT'S TRADE. 


THE OPENINGS FOR BRITISHERS. 


Mr. Vice-Consul Freeman, in his Report on 
the Trade and Commerce of Alexandria for 
the year 1905, remarks :— 

In making a report of this description per- 
-haps the most difficult part is the treatment of 
the question of openings for British trade. If, 
for example, I refer to the fact that-one cannot 
find an egg cap small enongh for the Egyptian 
egg, there are atill a thoosand othor articles 
whish space and lack of expert knowledge pre- 
ven: me from mentioning. I select, however, 
the following branches of trade as perhaps 
meriting the attention of home manufacturers 

The choice of British saddlery here is very 
limited, there being only one or'‘two shops at 
which it can be bought. At one of these the 
minimum price for a saddle, bit and bridle is 
about 3/, 5s., at another 44. 

I understand that a British watch ratailed 
at from 1/7. 10s. to 21, would find a ready 
market amongst the natives—if it were pro- 
perly advertised. One thing, however, is abso- 
latsly necessary, and this is that the article 
should bear an English stamp on ‘it. -The 
‘fellah” nnderatandsthe word “London” —to 
him in many cases London means England— 
and I would therefore suggest that the wat- 
ches should be marked ia this way. Whare, 
however, this cannot be done the word ‘Eng- 
land” at least should form part of the 
stamping. 

The lowest price at whi han ordinary sport. 
ing gan of British manofactare can be bought 
here is abont 4/., and I believe -thera is scxpe 
for further enterprise in this direction. The 
foregoing remarks on the subjact of stamping 
apply here with even greater force. 

It is, I believe, practically impos-ibla to 
purchase good British rubber tytes for carriages 
in Alexandria ; those used here are mostly 
French, Austro-Hangarian or American. Rubber 
tyres are now in great demand fr the carriage; 
of the numerous wealthy residents, and, owing 
to the injarions effsct of the san, renewals 
must be comparatively frequent. It is admitted 
that British tyres are superior to those import- 
ed from other countries, anil imagine that 
they would sall well if properly introduced. 
The retail prices at present paid tor foreign 
tyres are about 7s. por kilo. (2.2lbs) and 
upwar de, . 

Whether the winter in this country is colder 
than in former years or whether fashion and 
luxury are responsible for the change, modern 
houses are now fréquently fitted with firaplaces. 
A.good trade is done in portable stoves, the 


British ones being more or less c nspicuons by ; 


their absence. There is also a handy and econo- 
mical American cooking stove on the market, 

There might be an opening in glassware for 
tumblers and water juzs, so constracted that it 
would b3 possible to placa ise in them withoat 
its coming into contast wth the contants.. It 
is trae that very large jags made ia this way 
can be bought, bat tha idea doas not appear to 
have been extended yet to glasses for drinking 
purposes and small water jugs. 


NILE MISSION PRESS. 


The annual meeting of subscribers to the 
Nile Mission Press was held last week at 
Exeter-ha'l, London. Mr. A. A. Hed presidad, 


It was reported that the press had been esta: . 


blished last yesr in Cairo in order to print and 
circalate Christian literature for the people ot 
Egypt, the Sudan, Arabia, and adjacent lands, 
Representatives of the Charch Misiionary 
Society, the American Presbyterian Mission, 
the Egypt Gaveral Mission; aad the British and 
Foreign Bible Society were serving on the com- 
mittee in Ezypt. Daring the year tha society 
had been able to spend £1,200, owing ch’efly 
to one donation of £1,000, but an annual 
income of £800 was required. Mr. J. Martin 
Cleaver said that the Government and mission 
schools in Egypt were turning out hondeeds of 
thousands of pupils, and among: these there 
was a great demand for Christian literature, 
which should be supplied in competition with 
the pernicious ‘literature supplied from other 
qnarters. Mr. G. Patterson, chairman of the 
executive, Mr. P. K. Allen, honorary treasarer, 
Mr. J. L. Oliver, secretary, and v. 
Tissington Tatlow also took part in the pro- 
ceedings.

MUSSULMAN UNREST. 


For some time past there have been symp- 
toms of grave and widespread unrest among 
the Mohamedan population of Africa. It is 
not only in Egypt, where some of the native 
papers afford evidence of a desire to support 
tha Tarkish Government in its aggression at 
Tabsh, in the Sinaitic peuinsula, that this 
disturbed state of mind is apparent ; bntialso 
in the French possessions all over the Con- 
tinent of Africa. Morocco, of course, has led 
to a European Conference, and last year 
M. Coppolani, tha French Commissioner, was 
murdered, it was said at the time by“a fanatic, 
Shortly atterwards tronble broke out in the 
region of Zinder, and Lieutenant T'aillear was 
mardered in Djarma ; Lieutenant Karma was 
treacheronsly assassinated in the Niger, and 
three other officers and non-commissioned 
officers in the French service met the same 
fate. Risings have occurred on the Niger, in 
our own possession of Sikoto, and also in 
Tripoli, while in Tanis itself attacks on Baro 
psans have grown unpleasantly freqnent. The 
French authorities are carefully watching 
several foreign «ffisers who have entered Tunis 
without paying their respects to the General 
Commanding the French Forea of Occupation,’ 
as is the custom, and whether these agents 
are authorised by their Governments or not, it 


is clear that they are contributing to the atate| 


of uneasiness which now pervades a 


proportion of the Mobamedan population |

SACKEY. 


The doings of Coont Bavastro de Cortazzi, 
who says he is cf Alexandria, and of his friend 
Count Sackey, who also, we know, was recently 
here, are arousing great interest in New York, 
The following extracts from New York papers 
will give some idea of their exploits :—

New York, April 5.—Mies Clare E. Page, a 
young woman stock trader here, appeared in 
the West Side Police Court yesterdsy as com- 
plainant- agaiost Arbert Sackey, who was 
arrested on a charge of larceny.

His best lett arm was taken away from bim 
in West Forty-third street. It is there with 
his tronk. His heart is in Egypt, where he 
would like to be, and through varions legal 
complications he has nearly lost his head. As 
matters stand now he declares that his neck 
has felt the heel of the oppressor and that he 
finds no more joy in living in the United 
States. 

H s missing arm was literally talked away 
from him; for'in an atgament about a board 
bill alleged to be ‘unpaid he became so dis- 
tracted that he went away withoutit. The 
proprietor of the Graystone Hotel, at No. 208 
West Forty-third street, still has it, and in 
addition to that he had the Baron arrested for 
trying ‘to get itvagain. 

peebably no yom leftiarm can be found in 

this country than the one which the Baron 
had. It is almost human, although it is made 
of papier maché, alominiom, steel and wax. 
Ever since he was obliged to part with it the 
Baron Has been in difficulties. The hand cof it 
could twirl » cigarette, write checks and carry 
a cane. One of the most skilled ‘manufacturers 
of Egypt made it, and hardly had its owner 
been in this country a week before a man 
offered him $100 more than it had originally 
cost. On account of the educated digits on 
the end, the Baron always used this arm for 
shaking hands, as his right member is not as 
strong asit might be. 

He appeared yesterday afternoon in the 
Tombs Policd Court to answer to the’charge 
made against him by-an- obdarate hotel keeper. 
He was almost in tears ‘as he spoke of the 
hardness of heart which he had found in this 
country, and he-has*told his woes to the Egyp- 
tian Coneul. 


“Never,” said he, “have I heard thst a}. 


man’s arm was part of his luggage. It is indis- 
pengable that I have it. I find difficulty in 
going aboot from place to plsce and in making 
a creditable appearance.” 

Baron Cortazzi has of late been involved in a 
series ot misfortunes. In addition to his own 
troubles be has had a large share of those of 
others. He was snmmoned as a witness before 
the Coroner in the inqnest over Mrs. Dennis, 
who died in a mysterious manner at the Hotel 
Marseilles. 

Bat to all these conditions the Baron says if 
they will give him his good left arm he will 
rise superior. His father has large 6atates near 
Alexandria and to him the Baron has cabled 
for a remittance. Meanwhile he has been 
paroled in the charge of his counsel, Charles 
B. Howe, onhis promise to appear next Mon- 
day afternoon in the Centre Street Police 
Court. (“New ¥ork Herald’’).

Coffee and simids are served as‘soon as 
the bather has dried himself, and clad in 
the gaudy-coloured bournons, and basking in 
the beautifol sunlight, he can either indulge 
in the loxary of a sanbath, or enjoy the 
pleasure of genial conversation and the gentle 
exercise of a peripatetic in company with his 
fellows, pleasures which recall the Academic 
Groves. In this wise, philosophically, sheltered 
from the sun, fanned by the sea-breezes, 
the hours glide down the golden fisod of time; 
thus only is trae enjoyment found, unalloyed 
with the disturbing e'ements of a false civi- 
lization. Compared with these joys what have 
the Alexandrians ? A few dog kennels jam- 
bled along the shore ; no coffee, no'simids, no 
shade, and worse of all, a mixed bathing which 
enforces the cqnventions of the drawing room 
and the etiquette of fashion. into the depths 
of the sea.

PROSPECTS FOR THE FUTURE. 


The ordinary general mestirg of the Egyp- 
tian Markets, Limited, was held on the 30th 
ulto. at Winchester Honse, O'd Broad Street, 
Loniion, B.C., Mr. F. B. Robertson presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) read the 
notice covening the meeting and the auditors’ 
rer ort. 

The Chairman then said : Ger tlemen, I have 
to spologise for the absence of Sir Gerald Fitz. 
Gerald, who is in Egypt looking after your 
business. I presome you will, as usual, take 
the directo-s’ report as read, bat bef re its 
adoption ie moved I shovld like to say a few 
words in connection withthe business and 
working Of this compsny since our last general 
meeting and our prospects for the coming year. 
lam sorry to have to repeat that our history 
for the past year has slmost bean one of sus 
pended animation, so far as concerns tbe cattle 
markets, they having been closed to horned 
cattle for practio«l'y the whole year. It is 
troe that cn November 20th we received per- 
mission frm Government to re-open them, 
but before the people fully realized that they 
could again send their beasts to market with- 
out having them stopped and seized, these 
markets were again closed owing to reappear. 
ance of plague. The net rervlt of our year’s 
business ‘is that bo’h receipts end expenditore 
are practically the same as last year, and we 
jost clesr ourselves after the psyment of the 
annual premiom on share and Deben‘ore 
sinking fands—vis., £4 321, which is equal to 
about 8} per cent. on the share capital— 
and of the Debenture interest, which amounts 
toafarther £4,274. Seeing that onder such 
adverse ciroomstances we could do so well, we 
thought it would not be outside the bands 
of prodence to pay s 5 per cent. dividend 
which we had previously hesitated to disburre 
until we knew the worst. I visited the markets 
myref in Febroary lest, when they were al! 
open and the proepreta very good. We were 
then already about £3,000 shead of last year 
in our gross receipts, and the managing 
director began to talk of a 15 per cent. 
dividend. When I visited Benha, one of our 
best markets, I thought it did not seem as 
crowded as it should be, and on going in 
found there were no cattle, only donkeys and 
camels. I suspected the trath, and looked up 
the ‘inbpécter, who told m6 ‘that the night 
before a dhodatn had come from the Ministry 
to the effect that the market must be closed 
on account of some sporadic cases of cattle 
plague in the district. When I retarned to 
Caizo [ foand that other markets were also 

sed: to cattle for the same reason 

m the t reports the total namber of 
the closed markets is 92. Now, gentlemen, all 
this is exceedingly disappointing and un- 
satisfactory ; bat we mast bear in mind that 
the Government is determined at any cost to 
stamp out the cattle plague for once aid for 
all. Therefsra, whevever there is any indic. 
tion of disesse the mot stringent measure- 
are immediately adopted, aod when even a 
s'ngle cise is discovered markets in the 
vicinity are at once closed. ‘Tbe exis‘ ing ont 
breaks of plague are not by any means so 
serious as might be beliéved from the sap- 
pressive measures adopted. We are svfferjng 
now, bot I confidently anticipate that the 
steps now taken by the G.vernment will 
in the futere great'y benefit the compary 
and the country in geveral, and that these 
sporadic outbreaks will not be of long orn- 
tincance or freqaent recorre:ce The best 
searon of the year, which extends from 
October to April, is now passed, so that 
if the Government do not sanction th re 
opening of the .c'ose? markets, even for the 
next foor or five mor ths, the resolts will not 
be very serious to the company. The receipts 
of the slanghter-hoasés are piso sfiected, ar 
doring the prevalence of the cattle plague 
s'anghtering of borned cattle is not a/lowed— 
they are not allowed to be moved arouid the 
country—and we have to rely opon c#mels, 
goate and sheep. It is sati-factory to know. 
from a recent cereus tekin |y Guvernv ent 
that the nomber (f an‘mals existing in the 
corntry at the presert ‘ime iv in exces 
of a cenevs previoosly taken. Here I shoul« 
menticn thet we attach more value to the 
slanghterboures than the mere share of 
receipts, as they form an additions! attrac- 
tion to the markete. We. have co: se 
quertly entered into o revived arrengemen! 
with Government, by which ve provide the 
fards end build 385 more s'anghter hovse 
(making 52 in all, receiving interest op the 
capital thus invested and sharing the profits, 
instead of, as inthe case of the first 17 built 
Gover ment providing the capita’. In orcer to 
do this we ate msking arrengements to irsue 
£15 0.0 Second Five per Cexvt. Debent uree. 
Ove new featarein particolar is favourab'e to 
our fature progress, and that is that the 
Government are at Int taking serious steps to 
check, as far #5 possible, the bolding of on 
authorised no arkete, and the peop!e themselves, 


in instances whisre there has hitherto been 
strong opposition, are withirawing it and 
coming into oor markets, Among other pro- 
posals for the increase of our business which 
have not yot sofficiently developed to dis- 
onss is that for the :ale of nitrate manores. 
The sale of this artificial manure is a 
new feature in Eyypt, aod we are in 
treaty with the Agricultural Society to be 
their sole agents throvghoot Egypt. It is 
anticipated that considerable revenue will be 
derived from this source. In addition to this 
we have j st received cable advice that an 
acreement, which our nmnaging director has 
bee neg»tiating, has been entered into with 
the Port Said Salt Association, whereby we 
become ‘hair agents for the sale of aslt in the 
interior. If we are not very mach mistaken, 
the inqome derivei from this source will very 
orefolly augment onr fatare tevenve. The cable 
referred to also informs us that the fatare 
prospects are excellent, and that, with the 
exception of the Sharkieh district, the country 
is almost fres from cattle plagne. You mnst 
take thie ‘atter information for what it is 
worth, as the disease breaks out in the most 
npexpected places, but it is nevertheless satie- 
factory so far as it goes. Our relations with the 
Egyptian Government are excellent from all 
points of view. As was done doring ‘he pre- 
vious year, every assistance has been given by 
ur to the authorities in order to assist them in 
their difficult task of combating the cattle 
plague, and the Director-General of the Sani- 
tary Department has, we are informed, fre- 
qnertly expreesed his satirfaction at the he!p 
rendered To fizht against advorse circom- 
stances over which one has no control is 
disheartening, and I should be giving Mr. 
A. Joseph and the steff ia Egypt less 
than their doe if I did not specially commend 
to you the cherrful and energetic way in 
which they have made most of the basi. 
ness that was open to and sought to 
increase it. You will. doubtless have observed 
from the weekly retorns that our receipts up 
to date are about £5,(00 ahead of the cor- 
responding period ot last year. And now, to 
conclude with persona! matters, we have to 
lament the loss of Mr. Wilterforce Bryant, one 
of ovr colleagues, but do not see any need 
at present to fill up the vacancy on the board. 
All the directors have visited Evypt during 
the past year. Sir Gerald FitzGerald spent 
most of the winter there, and so did Major 
Le Breton, who was on business which brought 
him closely into contact with the markets 
and al:o with the Government : ffic‘als. As I 
have already told you, I also paid a short visit 


‘to Ezypt to have a look round. Your prope:ty 


and affairs generally are in good order, and our 
tronbles sre not undérour own or anyone else's 
oontrol, bat are du@'t@ What the lawyars oall 
“he act of God.” Yotr company is held in the 
highest esteem im Egypt,*and I personally 
believe it to be one of the -soundest concerns 
there and to hime as good periianent prospects 
es any. Before ahoving the tion of the 
report and séedunts I shall be pleased to
